Few students have ever visited 

thc kitchen in the basement, but 
take it from us when we say that 

it is the finest relic of thc "Old 
Days" when the Union was but a 
private club where some 5(1 stu- 
dents were served an occasional 
meal. It is therefore not surpris- 
ing to have found so many stu- 
dents dissatisfied with the average 
meal served in thc Cafeteria these 
lajter years. 

rhc Union House Committee 
could not possible entertain' the 
thought of modernizing thc kitchen 
completely, but, in order to save 
hundreds of dollars' worth of food- 
stuff, a new refrigerating system 
was constructed for the u.sc of our 
caterers. This project was consid- 
ered, of prime importance because 
it had been widely recommended 

by past Union executives and cater- 
ers. Previously, money for thc plan 

was never available and each year 
the Union lost much money, to say 
nothing of how some particular 
students suffered, because thi: 

cooked food could not be preserv- 
ed even over night. 

Ventilators 

Although a better ventilation 
system was, and is still, badly 
needed in the whole building, some 
improvement was made by the in- 
stallât inn of two large fans in the 
kitchen and the serving pantry to 
check thc kitchen fumes from 



more complex organizations were in 
cramped quarters or excluded en- 
tirely; much space was wasted in 
storing janitorial equipment.

Parallels 

"The parallels between 1818 and 
1948 were not a mere chronological 
juxtaposition.' thc speaker asserted. 
Hc drew a comparison between 
Nichols I, absolutist emperor of 
1848, with Stalin today, in regards 
to their foreign policy, stating that 
both were possessed of "stern" char- 
acters and that it was doubtful 
whether either could bo successfully 
opposed by recalcitrant ministers. 
He went on to say that Nicholas I 
was virtually his own foreign min- 
ister, as Nessclrode, his foreign sec- 
retary, did not possess an indepen- 
dent mind and that it was equally 
doubtful whether Molotov could 
cuccssfully oppose Stalin in his for- 
eign policy. 

Iron Curtains 

One striking illustration present- 



according to Professor Karpovich, 
Ihe role of Stalin's "Iron Curtain" 
completely reversed, in that it 



is lo keep out Hie conservative and 
reactionary influences of the West. 
Expansion 
Professor Karpovich recalled thc 
action of Russia in suppressing thc 
Polish uprising and thc Russian in- 
tervention against Hungary, at the 
time of thc Hungarian uprisings 
against the Hapsburg monarchy 
which resulted in Russia being 
left in a "moral and diplomatic 
isolation" In the subsequent Cri- 
mean crisis. Professor Karpovich 
expressed the opinion that the 
present expansionist tendencies of 
Russian foreign policy might in a 
similar manner antagonize the pop- 
ular feeling in the Western world. 

"Advance in modern technology 
have given Stalin much more ef- 
fective instruments for maintain- 
ing thc "Iron Curtain" than were 
at the disposal of thc Emperor Ni- 
cholas i, the speaker claimed.

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EDUCATION A PRIVILEGE 



Dare we Miggot to the students of this uni 
versify that a university education is a priv- 
ilege? It is a privilege because only one Cana- 
dian m twenty who graduates from high school 
receives this education, ami especinlly so for tho 
Huilent.- at McGill since their fee- defray onlv 
one-third of the cost. 

Liberal theory says thai wherever a privilege 
rxi-ts that privilege ought to be extended to all 
bo that in reality there is no privilege at all. 
This is the ideal that man has been holding up 
before him for centuries but to which tradition- 
ally he ha> paid little but lip-service. University 
education is particularly a privilege because (if 
the contribution it makes toward the good and 
happy life. It enables the student for a period 
of some four years to find himself, morally and 
intellectually, like a delicate sheltered plant, be- 
fore setting out on life's road. 

He ean saturate himself with his own cultur- 
al traditions and select and sample the history 
and literatures of other peoples. And yet, we 
suppose, not more than one student in ten keeps 
that faith. Even if one believes that it is only for 
knowledge of how to make money that one' goes 
to university, one still has an obligation to those 
who are unable to go. Indeed even a greater 
obligation exists since one makes such poor use 
of the privilege. 



If one recognizes the real nature of this 
privilege, (and if the foregoing is correct we can- 
not sec how one can fail to recognize it) (he 
privilege carries with it the automatic recogni- 
tion ot obligation, since a privilege is never a 
natural right. But what form does this obliga- 
tion takco We sug K est that the obligation is one 
that is owed to society. 

The failure of our liberal society to inspire 
the university student with a recognition of his 
obligation to his fellow man is the effect of 
elevating to a moral maxim the view that in 
pursuing one's own selfish interests one is 
promoting the common good. To the sensitive 
man such an ethic can never be anything but re- 
pugnant. 

The only tans'iblc way to pay one's debt is 
to enter the public service, where compensation 
regrettably is always something less than that 
111 private industry for the same task. If the real 
significance of a university education were ap- 
preciated, training towards a better way of life, 
in which education must, by its very nature, 
play the dominant role— then the decision to ac- 
cept one's obligation would be mnde freely and 
willingly. But for those who cannot accept such 
an obligation may we suggest that they devote, 
sometime during (heir lives, ten years to the 
public service? * p. A*. ,S. 



An enthusiastic Montreal aud- 
ience was given an excellent dem- 
onstration of Spanish character and 
folk dancing as well as some boun- 
tiful interpretations of the more 
stylized classic techniques by young 
Jose Torres — ono of the most 
striking and versatile dancers to 
have como from Spain in recent 
years. 

His technique ranged from the 
swift moving outbursts of gypsy 
passion to the imaginative and exuet 
reproduction of the Spanish cour- 
tier's minuet. His muscular co-or- 
dination and precision were fault- 
less, his control heina especially 
beautiful to watch; he has com- 
pletely subordinated his body to the 
art of genuine rhythmic expression, 
and there is little of the unneces- 
sary or spectacular about any of his 
movements. 

And perhaps in this lies the only 
fault that this reviewer has to find 
jwith Mr. Torres — there seemed 
to be too much of the concert dan- 
cer about him and not enough of 
the fire and passion that we have 
come to expect from his race.' That 
is not to say that he is not a pow- 
erful dancer. He is that, by all 
means, but perhaps the influence of 
ballet technique has rather sub- 
dued the original character of his 
folkdancing. 

Mr. Torres exhibited the finest 
sense of rhythm of any dancer we 



have ever seen. His expert use of 
the castanets balanced against the 
musical rhythm and matched by 
his body movements gave an im- 
pression of extaordinary simplicity 
and grace to nearly everything he 
executed. A gay sense of humor 
gave him easy rapport with his 
audience and made his character 
numbers full of lightness and wit. 

Special mention should be made 
of the Tragan Bolero and the Ara- 
gonesa for the vignurous happy 
moods expressed. In the second 
half nf the program he gave two 
interpretations of the classic mi- 
nuet with precision and easy flow- 
ing grace — a genuine evocation of 
Spanish aristocracy. The Goycscas 
was perhaps the highlight of the 
evenini! with Mr. Torres light grace 
and suollc use of the castanets mak- 
ing a superb and beautiful picture. 
The costumes were varied and add- 
ed to his natural handsomeness 
gave Mr. Torres a fine strong ap- 
pearance. 

The accompanist and pianist was 
Mr. Elias de Quiros; as accompan- 
ist he provided Mr Torres with the 
right thing at the right time, and 
as pianist he played with a native 
insight into the rhythms and color, 
of Spanish music. 

Together Mr. Torres and Mr. de 
Quiros provided an evening of fine 
entertainment. ,
